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Strict enforcement arrives 


EPAiseeks 
heavy fines 
for dairies 
violating 
waste rules

TWIN FALLS - Two. Mope 
Valley dairies have fclt'the Bile 
of what stale and federal ofTi- 
ciala say will be strict environ- 
mental enforcement on the 
area’s burgeoning dairy and 
feedlol industry. 

“The industry has been wail- 
ing to see if we're going to en- 
force these regulations," said 
Mike McMasters of Idaho's Divi- 
sion of Environmental Quality. 

The U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency has proposed 
penalties totaling $10,000 against 
two dairies, alleging they illegal- 
ly discharged animal wastes. 

“They're not the only ones, 
they're just the first ones," Mc- 
Masters said. 

The EPA seeks a $6,000 fine 
against the Goodhart Dairy in 
Wendell for four separate dis- 
charges into Cedar Creek, which 
runs into the Snake River. It also 

Hoogland, Brenden Dairy in 
Buhl for discharges into Deep 
Creek, another tributary to the 
Snake River. 

Discharges from dairies and 
feedlols, known bureaucralicolly 
as ‘Confined Animal Feeding 
Operations," are regulated under 
National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System permits. 

The EPA charges the two 
dairies violated the conditions of 
tho.se permits by allowing ani- 
mal Vasles to flow into public 
waters.

results of lack of preparation," 
said Lynn McKee, director of the 
EPA’s Boise office. Many opera- 
tions do not hove adequate facili- 
ties to contain liquid animal 
waste. 

Two years of drought elimi- 
nated compliance problems at 
most operations, but as rain and 
snow filled up undersized waste 
lagoons during a wet November, 
environmental officials began 
getting complaints, he .said. 

Hank Goodh ar t. co-owner nf 
the Goodhart Dairy, said his op-, 
oration has been doing its be.st to 
correct discharges from waste 
lagoons, and he never tried to 
hide or deny the problem. 

“We did the best we could," he 
said. But most of the problems 
occurred during the winter when 
repairs were impossible, he said. 

‘As soon as it dries out, we're 
going to get 0 Cat in there to fix 
it," he said. 

The complaint, however, cites 
not only an inadequate lagoon 
and berms but also equipment 
malfunctions that resulted in 
'waste discharges.- 


Thc complaint against the 
Hoogland, Brcndcn Dairy cites a 
discharge of waste water into the 
borrow pit of a road on the 
dairy’s west side. The waste w’a- 
ter flowed into an irrigation lat- 
eral and then into Deep Creek.

Wednesday on a 56-27 vole. Earlier 
the Senate gave it about the same 
margin of approval, 29-13. It's an is- 
sue that has been debated for years 
by the Idaho Legislature, with rural 
interests blocking any change in the 
luw.s until this year.

"If we did this, we'd find it pretty 
hard to tell them no," High &hool 
Principal Jerry Diehl said. 

Diehl, who approved the pre- 
school rally, said he forgot Jerome’s 
School Board has a policy forbidding' 
gatherings on school grounds. 

"The Aryan Nations wanted to rent 
it once, and we told them no." Diehl 
said. The board fell that they just 
didn't want to deni with those peo-

Alaska begins criminal probe of oil spill

VALDEZ. Alaska — Desperate fishermen in a 
fleet of small boats Wednesday fought the nation’s 
worst oil spill with booms, rakes and shovels, 
while state officials launched a criminal investi- 
gation into the disaster. 

Meanwhile, a harbor pilot and Coast Guard offi- 
cial told investigators they smelled alcohol on the 
breath of the tanker's captain before and after the 
vessel ran aground Friday in Prince William 
Sound, a federal official said. 

But both agreed that Exxon Valdez CapL 
Joseph Hazelwood appeared competent, said 
William Woody, chief of the four-man National 
Transportation Safety Board team assigned to the 


disoster. 

As the 10.1 million-gallon spill spread over more 
than 500 square miles, a former top port official 
charged that cutbacks had IcR operators of the 
Port of Valdez with ill-maintained booms, no 
barge to take on oil and virtually no properly 
trained people to respond to the disaster. 

At least 40 people and five fishing bouts were- 
sent to protect one of the world’s largest salmon 
hatcheries at Port Son Juan, Other vessels made 
a stand at Eshmay Bay and Main Bay. 

The spill is all over Prince William Sound," 
Gov. Steve Cow-per said. "It is headed for Mon- 
tague Strait." 

Wind and currents have stretched the slick into 
ragged patches of shifting irridescenl oil on crys- 
tal blue water. The heavy goo surrounds several 


islands — gravel beaches and rocky points 
smeared with a lilack hand of ml. 

The strait is an tiullel tn (he Gulf of Alaska, and 
Cowper said that is where everyone hopes the oil 
goes, "rather than bouncing around like a pinball 
in Prince William Sound and polluting it for 
years," 

De.splie fears of immediate dnm.ago to the fish- 
eries. .some officials wariu-d the worst may yet lie 
ahead. 

'This spill will (ievastate the eco>y.»tem long af- 
ter wildlife that now has been exposed has died," 
said Jun Lyman, a spokesman for the Alaska De- 
partment of Fish and Game, He said thou.sand.s of 
birds, including fJiild eagles, may die in the cum-, 
ing years. Nearly KiU birds luive bien caught in 
the oil already.

Reactor overhaul cost doubled 

IDAHO FALLS (AP) — From 1985 to 1988, the cost 
of overhauling a nuclear reactor prototype ot the Ido- . 
ho National Engineering Laboratory more than dou- 
bled, increasing by $33 million, according to U.S. 
Navydocumonl.s. 

During the overluul, f)8 changes were mode to the 
AlW overhaul contract, increasing costa from $31 mil- 
lion to more than $G1 million, according to documents 
obtained by The Idaho Falls Post-Register through 
the F reednm of Information Act. 

The SG1.5 million price tag. listed in documents dat- 
ed as late as September 19^, apparently exceeds re- 
cent U.S-DupiirlmcnL-of_Energy PKtimnteit of AlW - 
overhaul co.sts at the eastern Idaho nuclear site. 

Earlier this month, DOE officials said, “Total final 
cosLs have not yet been determined, and will not be 
determined until all audits and financial reviews are 
completed. However, final costs vrill be approximate- 
ly'S€0 million."

National education 
proposal worth a try 

Unless you’ve recently returned from an extended trip to 
the Moon, you know that one of the fastest rising costs today 
is a college education. ' ‘ 

Sure, you'ean go to school on an athletic scholarship or, if 
your family income is about $3,000 a year, you may be eligi- 
ble for a guaranteed loan at 16 percent interest, provided 
you sign ovor^j;our fira^child to your friendly bank, What a 
deal. ~ • ••( 

For bo it for the federal government to do anything but get 
' in the way of solutions to problems, but a new proposal get- 
ting consideration in Congress might actually provide some 
relief to struggling middle-class families who don’t have the 
means to write a lump-sum check for college expenses. 

The proposal, being explored by Rep. RicHard Stallings, D- 
-Idaho, among othe rs, , would creat e a national serv ice plon 
whereby young people would give a year or two of service to 
“their country after graduation'fronrltigh school and in ex- 
change, would receive a voucher good for college expenses or 
a down payment on a home. 

The national service could include military duty, work in a 
hospital, other community work through a domestic Peace 
Corps. Voucher amounts would vary, say from $10,000 annu- 
ally for domestic service, >to perhaps $25,000 for active mili- 
tary duty. 

Tlie proposal does have flaws. It is not known, for exam- 
ple, how many young people would use it. 

Nor does it seem fair to create a system by which poor and 
middle-class young people would have to do service, but kids 
from wealthy homes would not. President Bush's “thousand 
. points of light" notwithstanding, voluntary public service by 
the children of the rich has not been the norm in the nation'.s 
history. 

Still, we think the idea of a national service and voucher 
system has great potential.,. 

As an expanded version of the GI Bill, it potentially would 
help millions of young people gain education which would 
otherwise not be available. Strictly in dolla^r terms, it would 
return many times over its costa by the increased procluciivi- 
. ty of the next generation of Americans. 

The housing downpayment option is also an attractive fea- 
ture in that it would lower one of the primary barriers to 
home ownership which young people face. • 

But the biggest benefit, in our. view, is that a program like 

this would help create an educated nation. 

Like the GI Bill before it. the education voucher program 
would open the door of opportunity and thereby fuel the nexl 
phase of American entrepreneurship, invention, initiative 
and creativity. 

Giving a young person a year or two of work experience, 
plus an educational voucher worth thousands of dollars is 
not a penalty. It is an opportunity. And isn't that what the 
American Dream is all about? '

USSR elections a historic change 


OXFORD, England r— The rules of the game in 
Soviet politics have been changed irrevocably by 
the elections for the Congre.ss of People's Deputies. 
The argument will, of course, go on over the pre- 
cise significance of the results, and the Commu- 
nist Parly leadership is doubtless still debating 
what its precise response should be. 

But what is new is that the Soviet people as a 
whole have become major actors on the political 
stage. They — rbther than the general'sccrctary. 
the Politburo or the SecreVhriat of the Central 
Committee — have on this occasion changed the 
balance of forces within the Soviet political .sys- 
tem". 

Previously the average Soviet citizen was at 
-Tx'sla pasjove oal(X)ker, more commonly an apa- 
thetic passcr-by. of the Soviet political process. But 
thi.H latest stop along the road of democratization 
will make it hard, even for a leadership .so minded, 
to turn back the Soviet electorate la term one can 
now begin to use!i to where they were, 

There must be many people in the parly appara- 
tus who would dearly love a return to the nol-s(j- 
di.slan\ days when everything could 1 k' fixed from 
above. » 

Even .Mikhail S. Gorbachev cannot be entirely 
happy with the overwhelming support for Boris 
Yell.sin. who has Iteen the subji*ct of criticism not 
only from the Soviet leader, but also from Gor- 
bachev's prime Uirgel for criticism, Yegor K. Lig- 
achev. 

Nor cun Gorbachev avoid .some worries over the 
extent to which electoral support for Communist 


heavily dependent on the degree to which they are 
prep;ued to embrace nationalist causes. 

YiiMhe election re--.ult also pre.senLs Gorbachev 
with opportunities while dealing a severe blow to 
the more consen'alive elements within the purty 
leadership and in the Soviet political EsUiblish-

ment at all levels. 

Now Gorbachev begins to look more like a cen- 
tri.st within the entire Soviet political spectrum. 
Some of the new members of the Congress of Peo- 
ple’s Deputies want changes that go beyond any- 
thing Gorbachev hn.s espoused thus far. And they 
can point to election results that demonstrate they 
are speaking not only for themselves. For a politi- 
cian as resourceful as Gorbachev, this creates op- 
portunities a.s well as problems. 

He has acquired an additional scope for maneu- 
ver. In particular, he can counter the resistance to 
change OB the part of conservative.^ within the 
Icadersh^ with the now much more plou.sible 
warning that if the parly does not lead the politi- 
cal reform movement, it could be left behind by it. 

In this way, the elections also make it signifi- 
cantly harder for counlcr-refomiationisLs to stage 
a Kremlin coup. For as long as Soviet public opin- 
ion remained inert or untapped, it was possible for 
party officials to speak of “the monolithic unity of 
the party and people," to claim that the people arc 
"united in their support for the party and its 
Leninist leadership" or to insist that "the entire 
.Soviet people rejcTt" the views of this, that or the 
'Other independent thinker. 

What, however, the party leaderships in the ma- 
jor Soviet cities of Mo.scnw, Leningrad nnd Kiev 
now find i.s that the actual p^ple 'as distinct from 


entirely lacking in Soviet politics, are likely to be 
successful leaders in this changing political system 
in the future. 

The elections have demonstrated conclusively 
that behind the monolithic facade a diversity of 
opinion docs exist within the Soviet Union. They 
also have demonstrated, however, something that 
is entirely new — the independence of the &viet 
citizenry in 1989. 

It would be wrong to see these votes as repre- 
.senling in. any way a united stand against the So- 
viet Establishment. People were protesting about 
many different and contradictory things. 

Some of the implied criticism was undoubtedly 
aimed at Gorbachev himself, for Gorbachev enjoys ' 
.a wider popularity abroad than he docs at home. 

In the Soviet Union, people sec the shortages of 
foodstulTs getting worse rather than better and 
.some of them draw the conclusion that Gorbachev 
is all talk and perestroika just another slopin. 

That, while understandable, is also unfair. Only 
a few years ago it required great courage in the 
Soviet Union to act against the wishes of the cen- 
tral or local parly leadership, nnd the idea of re- 
jecting the one name on the ^llol in an election of 
deputies to the Supreme Soviet was unthinkable. 

The fact is that on Sunday millions of Soviet cit- 
izens crossed out the name of the person who car- 
ried with him or her (usually him) the stamp of of- 
ficial approval. And it did not require any courage 
whatsoever.

U.S. wants 
the Contras 
to do battle 
with politics 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The state 
Department ' acknowledged 

Wednesday that it is encouraging 
— • leaders of the Nicaraguan Contras to 
return to their homeland and do 
battle with the leftist Sandinisla 
.government in the political, rather 
than military, arena. 

Department spokeswoman 

Margoret Tutwilcr said the Bush 
administration "s’upp'orts the 
willingness of individual resistance 
leaders, or the leadership as u 
-whole, to voluntarily return to 
Nicaragua to participate in the 
political process." 

She said "it is important to test the 
Nicaraguan government’s intention" 
to carry out its promises of 
democratization, and called on ’the 
inteimational community" to "lend its 
full support and protection" to those 
who return by monitoring their 
treatment inside Nicaragua. 

A five-nation regional peace 
agreement calls for polilicol reforms 
inside Nicaragua leading to a free 
ond open campaign and national 
elections in February 1990, and one 
of the seven Contra political 
directors said he ond three 
colleagues arc likely to accept that 
challenge. ' 

"We need a unified candidacy" to 
mount an cffeclivc opposition to the 
ruling leftist Sandinista party, said 
Alfredo- Cesar, a member of the 
Nicaraguan Resistance political 
directorate.

“We presently occupy three 25-foot-wide store- 
fronts that arc connected with openings in the 
walls. By occupying the larger J.C. Penney 
building we will be able to make a belter presen- 
-tation of our product lines,’ co-owner Bob Brown 
• said at a press conference announcing the pur- 
chase Wednesday. 

The sale takes olT the market one of three 
downtown buildings whose department-store oc- 
cupants either have moved or will move soon to 
the Magic Valley Mall. 

“We view this as a further expression of our 
belief that downtown Twin Falls is a vh?blc and 
appealing location for our business," Brown said. 

The lo^, family-owned business's present lo- 
cation on Main Avenue South is 21,(KI0 square 


feet on two levels. The I’enney's building, acros.s 
the street and south one block, is 24,000 square 
feet on three levels. Browns plans to use all 
three floors for retail displays. 

Brown’s looked at several other locations in 
town, including the former Merc store at the 
Blue Lakes Mall last spring and the Bon Marche 
building downtown. 

“We fell the Penney’s building more closely 
matched the needs of our business." Brown said. 

Negotiations with the Penney building’s out- 
cr, Price Development Corp. of Salt Lake City, 
began last month. The structure hn.s been for

VERO BEACH. Fla. - On Aug. 
30, Orel Hershisor was a good 
pitcher, maybe even one of the 
best in baseball. Seven weeks Inter 
he was the stufT of which legends 
are made. 

It started with four shutout in- 
nings at the end of a routine 4-2 
victory. Then came n shutout. And 
another. And another. And anoth- 
er. And another. Ten scoreless in- 
nings in a l&inning game gave him 
59 straight Os, the best ever. 

The magic continued into the 
Notional League playolTs and then 
into the World Series. 

When the dust had settled, Hor- 
shiser had a Cy Young Award and 
the MVP trophy of both the play- 
offs and the &rics. Shortly later he 
was the highes- paid player in 
baseball. 

Things had changed. . 

"By necess ity, I've gone from a 
very spontaneous, happy-go-lucky 
type guy to a very regimented per- 
son," Hershiser said at the Los An- 
geles Dodgers spring training fa- 
cility. 

Tm just trying to be me and 
treat people the same way I have. 
It's not possible. It's not that you 
don't want to do it, it’s where's the 
time?" 

And it’s all because of what hajJ- 
pdnedjjist September and October. 

"The last five months have been 
very, very hectic," Hershiser said. 

' There's been a huge change, espe- 
cially as far as recognition in pub- 
lic goes, end heavy demands on 
my time. I haven't stopped since 
Oct. 20, only for about four days to 
take a little vacation. 

"One time my family went out 
for 2' : hours. _When we got homo, 
there were 60 messages. There's a 
price for everything. You don't 
Stan publicly talking sour grapes 
for being famous, making a lot of 
money. These are things you share 
only with your closest friends. 

' You know. 1 don't even like the 
word star. I’m kind of embar-

Hershiser, who celebrated his 
30th birthday during the streak, 
wasn't finished. In the opening 
game of the National League play- 
offs, he shut .out the.

Dodgers 3-2. Hershiser gave up two 
of those runs. 

Hershiser wont on to become iho 
only pitcher in baseball history to 
pitch a shutout in both a league 
championship scries and a World 
Series the same year. He was a 
unanimous winner of the NL Cy 
Young Award with his 23-8 record 
and 2,26 earned run average and 
recipient of the Most Valuable 
Player Award in both the NL play- 
ofis and World Series.

way," Hershiser said about his 
latc-seaeon and post-season accom- 
plishments. "But I blso can't slough 
it off and say anyone could do it, I 
wasn'4 in a groove.

— under something called the "Natiohal 
Rangeland Grazing System Act of 1389." 

This act, in draft form only thus far, is 
- called "the cowboys' latest fantasy" but it is 
amazing what it could accomplish for live* 
stock interests of the nation. It defirlitely is 
one you as letter-writing constituents must 
keep an eye on. 

The thing played to resounding reviews, 
we arc told, at the "National Conference on 
Federal Lands" in Las Vegas in January. 

That conference was sponsored in part by 
the Public Lands Council ond the wool grow- 
ers. 

The draft is so amazing in its scope, it is 
difficult to decide whether it is considered a 
viable piece of legislation or simply a ploy on 
someone's part to keep the opposition off bal- 
ance. 

It definitely will accomplish the letter. 

For instance, it would set up a “grazing en- 
terprise zone' and the transfer of lauds to the 
permittee free of charge where it is deter* 
mined that more than 50 percent of the split 
estate values (water rights, stock tanks, cat- 
tle guards, fences, etc.) arc in private owner- 
ship.

ELLIS — Idaho's Salmon River sUmsI- 
hoad are running two to three weeks late 
and haven't shown up in appreciable num- 
bers ns high as Sunbeam Dam — but 
they've drawn perhaps a record number 
of fishermen to thr stream's banks. 

While the Idaho Power Co.'s Pahsimerot 
Weir currently is holding 700 adult A 
strain stcclhcad, the Sawtooth Hatchery, 
located on Decker Flats south of Stanley, 
had just six spawners in the holding pen 
as of Tuesday, said Superintendent Tom 
• Rogers. 

' Meanwhile, Idaho Fi.sh and Game De- 
partment field chocks over the weekend 
turned up poor hours-per-fish-kept ratio. 

The department checked 5i2 anglers on 
the North Fork who kept 115 and caught 
and -released 197. That averages out to 59 
hours per fish kept and 22 hours per fish 
caught. 

The Lemhi was even slower with 51 an- 
glers having four in possession and having 
released eight. 

Evidently the stcclhead haven't ven- 
tured much above the city of Salmon be- 
cause the results were very poor in the 
Pahaimeroi area. 

The department checked 239 anglers 


with six kept fish and only two released. 

The Pahsimeroi facility still is expect- 
ing about 2,000 spawners for the year and 
suggests the two to three-week lag is due 
to cold weather and water temperatures. 
The ice jam below Salmon only went out 
todays ago. 

Under IdaKb regulations, only A strain 
hatchery adults under 31 inches can be 
kept. AH wild fish and all B strain steel- 
bead mast be returned to the stream, the 
first as a .safeguard of the gene pool should 
catastrophe strike the hatchery population 
and the second to protect spawners that 
are being used to.catablish.a permanent, 
one-million egg per year population in the 
cost fork of tiw &lmon River. 


Rogers said the restriction on all steel- 
head over 31 inches might enable the East 
Foric run to provide the million eggs as 
early as this year. This has been a slow- 
developing project, in which the larger 
stecihead are being switched from ‘the 
Clearwater to the East Fork. ' 

The Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game has established a weir on the East 
Fork and will use it for taking eggs to in- 
crease the number of returning adults. 
The project is designed to give Idaho an- 
glers a couple hundred miles more of big 
stcelhoad fishing opportunity than it would 
have with regular Salmon River stock. 
The Ba can ran to lengths of 38-10 inches 
and weigh 1520 pounds.

Boise River 
steelhead 
here again

BOISE •— For the first time in two 
years, stcclhcad arc back in the 
Boise River, 

Idaho Fish and Game Department 
workers planted 150 of the sea-going 
rainbow trout in the river Monday 
afternoon, giving anglers a chance to 
catch the fish without having to go to 
northern Idaho. Another 50 stcclhcad 
were placed in the Payette River be- 
low Block Cannon Dam. 

Stcclhcad spawned in the Boise, 
Payette ond Weiser rivers before 
Hells Canyon Dam, built two 
decades ago on the Snake River, 
stopped the. np) of Viild fish. Idaho 
Power Co. ^as required to provide 
hutcherics to compensate sportsmen 
fur the loss of the steelhead and chi- 
nook salmon runs. 

In the late 1970s, Fish and Game 
began releasing hatchery-produced 
smolis into the Snake below the dam. 
The instinct-driven fish migrated to 
the Pacific Ocean and then, after two 
or three years, returned lo their 
home wators to spawn. 

In 1985, Fish and Game decided 
that enough steelhead were return- 
ing to allow their placement in the 
Snake tributaries for anglers. More 
n.sh were planted in 19K, but last 
year "wo didn't have the fish to do 
it," said Brent Mabbott, a regional 
fish biologist for Fish and Game. 

For months, the steelhead weren't 
moving in the Snake because of cold 
water. But recently the water has 
wormed and the fish began moving 
upstream again. 

For the past four days, Mabbott 
s.iid, 50 lo 100 fish have been enter- 
ing a fi.sh trap just below Hells 
Canyon Dam.

In 
the for-what-its-worth department regarding controlled hunts, a cou- 
ple of items have recently come to light. 

-Ten, years ago, in June of lS79,' Charlene Moore of Moscow moiled 
an application to the Idaho Department of Fish and Came for a con- 
trolled antelope hunt. She didn’t get picked in the drawing but proba- 
bly never learned why. 

Moore s application reached department headquarters early this 
month, 10 years late. It was stamped "found in supposedly empty 
equipment at Spokane, Wash.," and postmarked at the Spoaknc main 
post office. 

For thoso who feel that Idaho drawings don’t ofTcr good enough 
odds, consider that in 1988, Texas olTercd controlled pronghorn ante- 
lope hunts with a hunter success rate of 100 percent. 

The number of applicants was 1 ,525 competing for four permits. 


Hunt applications are due by April 30 


BOISE — Moose, goat and bighorn sheep controlled hunt applica- 
tions are due by April 30. 

Regulations and applications are now available at license vendors 
and department offices. 

The number of torphy species permits increased this year in all cat- 
egories except California bighorn sheep, which stayed at 22 permits. 


Rocky Mountain bighorns increased to 181 permits from 168 in 1988., 
Moose permits, which are available to residents only, increased to 472 
from 4K. Mountain goal permits rose from 93 to 74. 


F&G extends Salmon River season

A. Thousands of post cards such as the one you 
, have mentioned have been mailed to consumers

Tenn. This is in no way connected with the Idaho 
Global Travel, of Boise. These phony mass mailings 
of post cards imply the recipient has been selected to 
receive a luxury cruise to the ’Grand Bahamas, etc. 
The phone call will be at your expense. The phone 
call will inform youthat for $299.50 your trip will be 
arranged. They will then request you to give a credit 
card number over the phone, a practice the BBB 
strongly discourages. 

Just ask yourself ; why should you be chosen to 
receive these trips? You wore not specially chosen. 
Millions of persons are being asked to provide S299 
["Trirthcirtredit-cardsrwhich does not-includoany of — 
the transportation or meals. They talk fast, and you 
will not get them to discuss what you supposedly 
won.

Oficn, the ad is written in such a way that job 
seekers cannot tell it was placed by an information 
service and not an employer. When calling about the 
ad, inquirers moy be told a fee is required to get 
more information about the job. 

Remember, this company may not actually have 
an inside scoop to any job opportunities. Some 
uascrupulous companies simply get their information 
from the newspaper classifieds. Or, they list jobs that 
arc not available. 

To find out if the company complies with local or 
state licensing requirements, contact the appropriate 
state office. Also, check the company out with the 
Better Business Bureau. '

Our citpcrts say that the issue you 
raise is/jne of the many murky area 
in the tax elides that has defied all 
attempts at clarinc’ation. And until 
the IRSissucs new guidelines, most 
brokerage houses arc not reporting 
stock option sales. - 

Here is some background: 

Internal Revenue Code Section 60.45 
and accompariying regulations 
I.GOl5-I(a) 9, do not include options 
arhong the types of assets whose sale 
must be reported to the IRS. The 
reason, brokers say. is that the IRS 
recognizes that it is often next to^ 
impossible to isolate the profits and 
losses generated bya single options 
trade because it is often made as 
part of another transaction. 

Further, because all reporting is 
now handled by computer, any 
reporting system would require an 
easily completed form. The problem 
is thnt fliic h a form w ould probably .
